Subject: Coordination of Re^ulreaents 


J'-hn Caapbell aeked this morning if ve ctould have a talk 
about jrour exchange with him on coordination of requirements in 
yotir letters of 6 June and Q Avtgust. 

Be etill is distnx'bed abcmt the efflolancy of a prooadure 
that vouXd require the BBC to refer all requixeMnts to Vashing^ 
ton if they involve, as your 6 June letter says, processing more 
than a single item, coverage of more than a einglc broadcast for 
a day or two, or a responae vlthin mimites. Ha says that his real 
vorry is that the system elll be so inefficient as to be a real 
burden cn the operational staff of the BBC* 

As you know from your oen dif^ on Cyprus, the BBC often makes 
a proposal to Cyprus and receives a counterproposal, \diich is then 
accepted in vhole or in part by the BBC in a final jressage. If 
these suggestions and countersuggestlons each had to be approved 
by Washington . John fytr a that the one and a half lyurs a day.

John alao feela that a certain amount of responsibility vould 
be placed on the BBC to decide ^diat fell within the responsibility 
of the Mediterranean Bureau to handle and Adiat must be referred to 
Vashlngton, ga^ he thinks that the Chi^ of MediterrtBean 
Bureau 8bo^LLd bear ths'xeapohsfHllity for cl^l^ing ^th Wd* flnttg ton

John said he was pleased hy the i'ixial paragraph of your 3 
August letter in ^Ich you said no change was contes^atad in the 
excellent day to day llalaon between Caveraham and Kyraala on 
matters ti— is a aigaif leant faetfl y. Be chooses to read 

this as an endoraamsnt nls ai laast temporary decialcn not to 

day-to-day liaison in tdiioh tiM is virtually always slgalf- 
ieaat. Be thus plans to direct hla staff to send only loiter range 
mattara to Washington and hc^s that this will be antisfnetory with 
yon* 
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Personally^ I feel that he has kaovingiy given an overliboi'al 
interpretation to your 3 August letter and has let it supersede 
your 6 June letter, >diich was most specific. 

I am sure that he ho^es you will let the matt er r e s^t and 
that he does not want to engaieia"T^her correspondence on the 
qv»8tion unless it is taken up again hy you. John has not asked 
“ me" to write to you or to quote him, althot#i I am sure he knows 
I will and that my letter— ho hopes— may have the effect of encou- 
raging you to allow his liheral interpretation of your last letter 
to stood. 

Maan^ile, in order that Washington may judge the extent to 
•vdiich the BBC is following the spirit of your instructions, I 
suggest thet I ask editors to send Washington an iufonaation copy 
of 8d.l BBC traffic to Cyprus and tliat Cyprus include VJashington 
as an addressee of all its pertinent traffic to the BBC, 

Since my talk with John was somewhat delicate, though fzank, 
open, and conducted with obvious good will, i am sending this 
letter "eyes only’’ to you and Swanson,
